BUONAPARTE's 
ere 
(Continued from the Mercury of Monday.) 
BATTLE OF MOUNT TALOR, OR OF THE FLAIN OF 
ESDRELON. 

On the 24th the Geaeral of Brigade, Murat, was or- 
dered vo fet out from the camp of Acre, with’ 1000 in- 
fantry, aud a regiment of horfe, and to march with all 
pofhible {peed to the bridge of Jacoub, of which he was 
to take poffeilion ; he was then to attack the rear of the 

‘enemy, who were blockading Saffet, and afterwards to 

‘© join General. Kleber, who was threatened bj a con 
itlerable force. 

General Kleber -had informed the Commander in 
Chief that he was to fet out on the 25th, in order to 
turn the enemy in their pofition at Fouli, to place him- 
felf between them and Tabarie, and to endeavuur to 
furprife them in their camp during the night. 

Graminat 26 asp 27—Buonaparte left the divi- 
fion of Regoier and Samuel before Acre. He put him- 
felf in motion on the 26th, with the rémainder of the 
cavalry, the divifion of Bon, and eight pieces of artil- 
lery ; he then took pat on the heights of Safforie, 
where he paffed the nightunder arms. On the 27th he 
marched againft Fouli, through the defiles ; at nine o’- 
clock ia the morning, having reached the extreme 
heights, from whence you may defcry Fouli and Mount 
Tabor, he perceived near chat mountain the divifion ot 
Kleber engaged with thesenemy; only 2000 French 
men were feen fighting atidit ‘20,000 of the enemy’s 
cavalry. Wealfo could obferve the camp of the Ma- 
melukes, which was pitched at the foot ef the Naplou- 
Gan mountains, nearly at the diftance of two leagues 
from the {por where they were engaged. 

- Buonaparte farmed his forces into three {quares, one 
of them compofed of cavalry, and takes meafures for 
turning the enemy at a coofiderable diftance, feparate 
them from theircamp, cut off their retreat upon Jennin, 
where they had their magazines, and drive them into 
the Jordan, where Genera] Murat was prepared to at- 
tack them. 

The cavalry was ordered to march with +two pieces 
of light artillery, in order to carry the camp of the Ma- 
melukes. The infantry fucceeded in turning the ene- 
my’s army. 

General Kleber, who had received a freth fupply of 
ammunition, aod four pieces of cannon, and a reinforce- 
ment of cavalry, fet out on the 26th from the camp at 
Safforie, and had marc. 2d to Buizard with the inten- 
tion of attacking the enemy on the 27th before day- 
break, whatever might be their fuperiority of num- 
ber. ; 

But, notwith{tanding his utmoft endeavouss to ad- 

vance, he was not able to arrive, on account of the bad- 
nefs and narrownefs of the roads,.till two hours after 
fun-rife ; fo that the enemy, informed of his approach by 
their outpo%s, on the heights of Harmonn, had fufhi- 
cient time to prepare, and mount their horfes. Gene- 
ral Kleber had his.army drawn up in two fquares, and 
shad ordered fome adjacent ruins to be occupied, where 
he pofted fome difpofable troops. The enemy oceupied 
‘the village of Fouli with, the Naploufian infantry and 
<two {mall pieces vf cannon, carried on camels backs ; 
the whole of the cavalry, amounting to 20,000 men, 
furrounded the remainder of General Kleber’s divifion, 
which both by the fire of their artillery and mufketry, 
repulfed the attacks of the enemy with equal courage 
-and calmnefs. We were at half a league’s diftance from 
“General Kleber, when Buonaparte ordered General 
Rampon to march with the 32d towards Kleber’s divi- 
fion; and fent General Vial with the 13th towards the 
mountains of Nouzes, while he ordered the foot guides 
to make every {peed in directing where the enemy’s re- 
treat.to Jennin might be cut off. 

The enemy did not till now difcover that we were 
French. ° 

The immenfe mafs of their cavalry was thrown into 
confufion. We began to fire on them with cight poun- 
ders at the moment that General Kleber was reconnoi- 
tring them.’ Fle immediately ordered the village of Foa- 
li to be attacked, and it was carried with the bayonet. 
He then marched up to charge the enemy’s cavalry, 
while their retreat to the Naploufian mountains was cut 
off by the columns under Generals Rampon and Vial ; 
the foot guides, ac the fame time fhot the Arabs that 
endeavoured to efcape towards Jennin. 

The enemy is thrown into great perplexity ; they fee 
themfelves feparated from their camp and their baggage ; 
they become inftantly panic {truck ; they took to flight 
and run precipitately behind Mount Tabor; that wit- 
nefies their difcomfiture. During the night they reached 
the bridge of Giz-el-Mckanie in the utmoit diforder ; 
fome threw themfelves into the Jordan, thinking to ford 
it, but they were drowned. 

At the fame moment General Murat furprifed the fon 
-of the Governor of Damas at the bridge of Jacob, 
“forced his camp, and killed all that had\not faved them- 
‘felves by flight ; he alfo raifed the blockade of Saffet, 

and purfued the enemy for feveral leagues on their road 
to Damas. The column of cavalry that had been dif- 
patched againft the camp of the Mamelukes under the 
command of Adjutam-General Leturcq completely 
facceeded in farprifing it; they carried of from it 500 
camels, the whole of their provifions, &c. &c. after 
having taken 250 prifoners, and killed a confidetable 
number. . 

On the 27th the army paffed the night under arms. 

On Mount Tabor the order of the day of the army 
was iffued to the different French corps that occupied 
ancient Tyre, Cefarea, the cataracts of the Nile, Alex- 
andria, and the borders of the Red Sea that bear the 
ruins of Ko!fum and A:tinoe. 

Buonaparte put to the {word the inhabitants, and burnt 
every thing inthe villages of Noures, Jeanin, and Fouli. 
The Naploutians deferved punifhment at his hands; he 
reproached them with having taken up arms, but-he fuf- 
pended his vengeance, and promifed them prote@ion on 
condition of their remaining quiet in their mountains, 

General Murat’s activity was unremitting ; he placed 
a poft on the bridge of Jacob; threw provifions into 
Saffet, marched againft Tabarie, of which he made 
himfelf mafter on the 28th ; he alfo feized upon all the 
provifions and ammunition of the enemy. ‘The quan- 
tity of provifions which he took weré futicient for the 
faftenance of the army for a whole year. 

General Kleber pofted himfelf, with his divifion, at 
Baizard, near Nazzareth, occupied the bridges of Ja- 
cob; and--Giz-el-Mekanie, together with the fortredles 
of Saffet and Tabarie, and was charged with the guard 
of the Jordan. 

Buonaparte returned to the camp of Acre, with the 
divifion of Poon, and with the corps of cavalry, under 
the orders of General Murat. 

The refalt of the battle of Efdrelon, or Mount Tabor, 
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is the defeat of about 22,000 of the enemy by 400, 
capture of their magazines, their camp, and the retreat 
which they were compelled to make to Damas. 
Accarding to the reports of the encmy, which arrive 
from Damas, their lofs is more than 5000 men. hey 
sould form no idea how it was poflible, that at the fame 
moment they fhould have been defeated along a whole 
line of nine leagues, fo thoroughly ignorant are thefe 
barbarians of the effeéts of well-combined and precon- 
certed motions. ‘ 

Buonaparte was informed that Rear-Admiral Peree, 
whom he had ordered’ to get out with the Juno, the 
Conrageux, and the Alcelte frigates, had landed at 
Jaffa three pieces of twenty-four; and that fix more 
pittces of eighteen had been landed at Damietta. 

The three frigates were ordered to cruize on the fide 
of Tripoli, between Syria and Cyprus, in order to pick 
up the (hips that were employed in fupplying Acre with 
provifiors and ammunition. 

Germinat 30—A number of Arabs encamped in the 
vicinity of Mount Carmel, threatened to embarrais and 
interrupt our communications. Adjutant-General Le- 
turg fet out on the goth Germinal, with a corps of 3oo 
men ; furprifed the Arabs in their camp, killed 60 of 
them, and took from them 800 oxen, which contribu- 
ted much to the fuftenance of the army. 

Froreat 3—On the 3d Floreal the enemy were 
employed in erecting a kind of fortrefs, in order to pro- 
teét the gate through which they made their forties, to- 
wards the borders of the fouthern fea. 

Froreat 5—On the sth the mine intended to blow 
up the tower near the breach was completed. The whole 
of our batteries commenced a cannonade upon the 
place: we fet fire to the mine, but a fubterraseous paf- 

fage under the the tower prefented a line of Jefs refit. 
ance. A part of the effort was {pent and loft. The 
mine blew up but on one fide of the tower. It remained, 
therefore, in fucha fituation, that the breach was as dif- 
ficult of accefs as before. , 

Buonaparte ordered about 30 men to poft themfelves 
in the tower, fo as to be able to reconnoitre its means 
of communication with the reft of the place. . Our gre- 
nadiers reached the ruins under the arch of the firlt {to- 
rey, and took polt there, but the enemy, who kept up a 
communication by means of the narrow paflages, and 
who were in pofleflion of the ruins of the upper arches, 
threw down burning materials upon our foldiers, and 
compelled them to abandon their poft. 

Froreat 6——Our batteries continued to demolith 
the tower and to widen the breach. In the evening we 
made an attempt to take poffeffion of the firft ftorey; 
our men remained working at it till one in the morn- 
ng. ‘The enemy, whom we could not drive altogether 
irom the upper {toreys, threw down more burning mate- 
frials, wdich obliged us again to withdraw—Genera 
Veaux was dangeroufly wounded. 

In confequence of his wounds, General Caffareli died 
on the 8th Floreal:—in him the fciences loft a man 
highly celebrated for his talents and knowledge, and the 
army a foldier equally active and brave, and whom ex- 
perience would have enabled to have become one of its 
moft diftinguifhed leaders. 

Froreat g—On the gth the fiege artillery arrived,] 
and every difpofition was immediately made to erect it 
into batteries. a 
Almoft the whole of the enemy’s pieces in the front 
of attack were difmounied. ‘They endeavoured to de- 
fend this front by flanking themfelves with a double fire 
of artillery and mufquetry. They con{tructed fome ex- 
teroal works. ‘They had already:erecled one* oppofite 
their right: they conftructed another on their left, op-' 
pofite Dgezzar’s palace. ‘hefe two works advanta-, 
geoufly flanked the tower that was attacked. ‘ 
The enemy advanced by fapping, in order to’en- 
creafe the mufquetry fire, and hem. us clofely in. 

They finally marched on in a counter-attack. 

The enemy were greatly facilitated in prefling for- 
ward their outworks, by béing protested by the fire of 
the mufquetry from their towers, and their very high 
walls. ‘We fhould have had a fuperior artillery in or- 
der to filence this fire from the mufquetry, and'to pto- 
te& our attack, and the lodging of our men in the ene- 
my’s outworks; but with this we were unprovided, 
Our brave foldiers always carried the outworks whenever 
they attacked them, but they were obliged to abandon 
them immediately, and the enemy retook poffellion of 
them. tha 

Frorrar 12—On.the rath, four pieces of eighteen 
were playing from tlie battery ; their direétion was to 
continue to demolifh.the tower at the breach ; the other 
batteries were directed againft the rampart and the out- 
works of the enemy. 

In the evening, thirty of our men were ordered. to 
take their poft in the tower. They fucceeded ; but the 
enemy availing themfelves of a ferpentine fortification 
which they had in the ditch, fired from behind at the 
breach ; our grenadiers withdrew, after having recon- 
noitred the difficulty of getting down in the tower of the 
place. 

The enemy, at the moment we were mounting the 
breach at the tower, made a flrong fortie from their 
right 5 but two companies of grenadiers thot forward, 
eut them off, and drowned all thofe who could not get 
uncer the protection of the batteries of the place. 

In the attacks of that day the enemy had 500 killed 
or wounded. 

Buonaparte ordered a fecond breach to be made in 
the surtain of the fortifications to the eaft of the place, 
and a fapping, in order to march againft the ditch; he 
fet the miners to work in it, and blew up the counter- 
fcarp. 

The works of the befiegers and the befieged were 
carried with great aétivity on the 15th ; ammunition be- 
gan to fail, and the fire confequently was flackened. 

On the 16th the fappings of the enemy were pufhed 
on with great boldnefs, efpecially on their tight, where 
it was their endeavour to cut our fapping for the mine. 

Buonaparte gave orders that at ten o’clock at night 
fome companies of grenadiers fhould throw themfelyes 
into the outworks of the enemy. The order was exe- 
cuted: the enemy were furprifed and put to the {word ; 
their works were taken pofleflion of ; three of their can- 
non were {piked ; but our troops were not able to main- 
tain their poffeflion of the works for a fufficient length 
of time to deltroy fo far as effe@uelly to prevent the 
nemy from re-occupying them. ‘ Vhefe works were in 
efect too much under the protection of the place. The 
enemy re-entered them on the 16th, and immediately 
fet about repairing them, but their main objeét was to 
counteract our mine for blowing up the counterfcarp ; 
being fenfible of the aifficulty of countera¢ting it exter- 
nally, they refolved upon quitting the counterfcarp to- 
wards the mo{k of our mine, to forward which we 
could only work during the night, as we were but eight 
fathom from the counterfcarp of a ditch, which was on- 





ly twenty feet broad,

Three Hamburgh ‘mails are now due. They are 
anxioufly expected. 

Lord Keith is forthwith to fail with a fquadron, and 
take the command of bis Majelty’s fea forces in the 
Mediterranean. Lord Nelfon is coming home. Lord 
Keith is expeGed to fail in a few days. 

It is faid that Lord St Vincent is fo much recovered, 
as to be again able to hoift his flag, and that he is very 
fhortly to have the command of the Channel fleet, Lord 
Bridport being about to retire. 

Niou, the French agent for the care of prifoners in 
England, is about to quit this kingdom, and is to be 
fucceeded by Duval. It is ftated, that in all, the French 
have obtained the deliverance of 13,000 of their fea- 
men confined in Englifh prifens ; 8000 by the Conven- 
tion-of the Duke of York, and 5000 on the balance of 
exchange. Thus they are delivered from the payment 
of near a moicty of the fum of 1,200,00cl. a-year which 
their prifoners cofl them. 

We are concerned to learn, a detachment of the 
the 7th regiment of light dragoons, confiting of Licute- 
nant Pyrke, the Hon, Cornet Villiers, and 18 privates 
and horfes, were captured in a tran{port returning from 
Holland, by a French privateer, and are carried into 
Calais. 1 

The Spanith Legation at Vienna has been the medium 
through which the Direétory have been attempting for 
fome time to detach Aultria from the war. 

It is certain that General Brune propofed to exchange 
General Don for Napper Tandy, but the offer was re- 
fufed. It is now faid, that other perfons have fince 
been offered for him, but with as little fuccefs. It is 
probable, that in three days from hence, his fate will be 
fealed for ever. He and his affociates will be tried with- 
in 48 hours after their arrival in Dublin, 

The Paris papers report, that the French Directory 
has demanded of the Senate of Wamburgh 14 miliions 
of livres, as a reparation for the injury of delivering up 
Napper Tandy; and the Senate is to lay a tax of 3 per 
cent. on the value ef each houfe to defray the fame. 

From the fame authority we learn, that the King of 
Pruffia has prohibited the exportation ofall gold, as well 
as the entry of Britith merchandife into his dominions. 

In confequence of the gencral diftrefs among the mer- 
chants, it is underftood that the Bank propofes to ex- 
tend the period of its difcounts, which has hitherto been 
limited to two months, It is faid that the difcounts 
will be extended to four, fix, and even eight months, 
on fecurity proportionate to the time that the bills have 
to run. 

The greateft exertions are making at Woolwich to 
complete fome orders for ammunition.—For the expe- 
dition to Holland upwards of eleven millions of ball 
cartridges were fhipped from that place. 

~It is generally believed that the Mivifter has conclu- 
ded his bargain with the Bank Dire&ors fora renewal 
of their charter. Itis to continue for 17 years from the 
expiration of its prefent term, of which 12 years are {till 
torun, fo that the corporation is infured in its privileges 
for a period of 2g years. ‘Ihe Bank, as doceur for the 
renewal, are to lend the public three millions for fix 
years, without intereft. 

The firft divifion of the Lanarkfhire fencibles march- 
ed into Deal barracks Wednefday morning. A part ot 
the regiment have gone to Ramfgate and Margate. 

The brewers have impofed a cruel tax upon the la- 
bouring part of the community, by adding to the price 
of the common beverage of the people no lefs than a fe- 
venth part of what it has hitherto coft them. This aug- 
mentation to it is fevere enough, without the mockery 
which they add to it, telling the people they are 
obliged to it by the high price of malt and hops ; jult as 
if they had not long ago left out thofe ingredients from 
their liquor. Had the Chemists raifed the price of o- 
pium, coccalus-indicus, and other drowfy drugs, there 
would have been fome reafon for increafing the price. 

The firft divifion of Eaft India thips, it is faid, will 
not be difpatched for India till after Chriftmas, when 
the arrival of the homeward-bound flect may be expec- 
ted. 

The magiftrates of Southampton Jaft week fined a 
printer of that town 20,000l. for printing 1c00 baker’s 
haud-bills without his name, agreeable to a Jate aé of 
Parliament. ‘The Mayor of the town, in confequence 
of the printer being from home when the tranfa@ion 
happened, and his total ignorance of a law fo recently 
paited, agreed to apply to his Majelty’s Minilters to 
remit the enormous fine. —The penalty of publifhing 
any article without the printer’s name is 2ol.

The laws relative te cil 
lery in Scotland have been fo aften varied, that neither 
the manufa@turer nor dealer have any certainty by. which 
to conduct their operations... We" know of fome dittil- 
lers who gave up their licences ‘only’a few weeks pre- 
vious to the prohibition on. diftilling, owing to the mar- 
ket being overftocked, in the expe@tation of haying 
them renewed when the market was more: favourable. 
In this, however, they are difappointed. Several other 
inftances have occurred where the Legiflature had’e- 
naéted a law, and yct that Jaw has been fufpended. 
The prefeat prices of grain certainly fandion the prohi- 
bibition, but the traders and dealers ought to be on the 
fame footing in both kingdoms.

The following extra of a letter, received by 2 Gen-

« ‘The plan of the rebels was to attack and difarm Clonmel in 
the following manner :—Five thoufand men were to attack the 
fuburbs, near a mile from the barracks; the garrifon was in con- 
fequence to have been fuppofed to march out. At this inftant, 
3000 men, who were to have been concealed in a wood behind 
the barracks. were to have rufhed in, in.the abfence of the troops, 
the walls of which they were to have fealed with ladders they 
had provided for the purpofe, the few remaining foldiers were. to 
have been put to death, and all the ‘arms and ammunition they 
could find was of courfe to have been feized and carried off. ‘This 
party, which was to have been headed by a fellow called General 
Clarke (and who it is fuppofed is the real CLARKE) was to have 
difperfe, and furnifhed the county with arms, ammuniton &e. In 
a week afterwards. it was agreed they ‘hould attack Waterford, 
when their numbers fhould be augmented, and, when the confu- 
fion became general, afterwards Carrick, and all the outpofts 
were to have keen feized, by which time they fuppofed they could 
make an open ftand againft the King’s troops, Kc.”
